Sir, 


Mr. Fox has this morning discharged me from my position in the Mint, claiming that I 
wrote the anonymous note forwarded to him by you. I have told him on my word of honor that I 
did not write it or know anything about it. With gentlemen a word of honor is sufficient, I even 
told him I would take my oath to the same effect. They only thing Mr. Fox has to go on is that 
the writing is similar, but as there are hundreds of letters of mine in the Mint it would be easy to 
imitate it. Having been appointed by Col. Snowden has been my greatest crime that Mr. Fox can 
bring against me. Mr. Fox pronounces me guilty and tells me to prove my innocence I do not 
know how to do so. 


I can only give my word that I know nothing about it. Col. Snowden who appointed me, 
Mr. Nelson, of Bethlehem or my uncle Richard Vaux know I would not do such a thing & will 
speak for me. I depend for my living on my situation & hope you will be able to do something 
for me.
